whole to skiin m|lk, 0\ey. are ready to 
begin eating', small. amounts .of grain', 
which should be placed before them In 
small.feeding boses.\ Or If they are 
tied in stanchions for riillk feeding, the 
grain cin be put In. the manger before 
they are released. Just.'n-very small 
handful is all the calf will take'at first, 
arid only as much.should be-fed as 
the animal will clean up.. 


Ground corn Is very palatable, and 


t can. pe.fed n lone or In combination 
with other grains", such as ground oats, 
bran, and some'oji meal.. It somjtimea. 
helps to get the"calf starte/1 on grain 
by putting a small amount on Its 
ipng«e and muzrle when the empty 
milk' pall'Is taken away. •. This also 
puts ? stop to sucking the ears of the 
calf in the next tie. After the yonng 
animal's appetite for grain has In-
